J.2 . (SBU)  On  November  15,  Rallis  replied  that  he  had  shared 
the  U.S.  position  with  the  Minister's  cabinet  and  the  D4 
Department  of  Human  Rights.  On  November  23,  Rallis  confirmed 
that  Greece  approved  the  resolution  without  additional 
amendments,  as  desired  by  the  U.S.  (ref tel).  He  noted  that 
the  EU  also  approved  the  resolution,  and  that  the  resolution 
was  passed. 
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
